LOSS OF FERTILITY 



I HOUSE.8HOE PATTERN. 

VsntgMr for rtillilrvn t« B« Wora at AH

Thla Is th« dingram of a honw shoo 
for children. The lady who gave me 
the dlagntm and pattern says: ‘*Mjr 

own little lad wears them in the house 
with great comfort t« himself and 
I need seareely add to his mother like- 
wise." ITie pattern will not. of course, 
fit erery child of the same nge; one may 
need a higher instep, another a more 
slender ankle. For everyday wear 
make them of thick, heavy cloth and 
line with cloth suitahle for the season; 
in winter with w«-xilen or canton flan- 
nel: in summer with lighter mi.terial 

Mt^asure the child's fisit and cut and 
ha-ste a shoe out of any cloth and tit it 
l>efore cutting the giHsls. First m'w the 
seams I and 3; next sew A and 4 
from the instep to the toe; now fold so 
the seam will come c.xiu-tly In the mid- 
dle of the toe and si'W at-ross the Uie. 
Cut the lining a little smaller so it will, 
when the outside is turned, slip lnU> it 
easily. If one «loes not care if the seams 
show on the inshle the outside and lin- 
ing may be inisted together and ww«>d 
in one seam. Sew on the machine so 
the seams may be Snn and the stitching 
even. Hinil the top and opening with 



Western Farmers Are Sending Tbele 
l''arn>s to It.e Fast. 

Too much eatinot l>c said to the farm* 

; ers of the west about keeping np the 
fertility of their farms. The abandoned 
j farms of New England, the growing 
[ distress of the farmer everywhere who 
has wasted the energies of his fsrm. are 
! all examples of sharp imiwrt to |K>int 
' the lesson. A well-written statement 
of the situation from a western stand- 
point Is found in tlic folh>wing from E. 
C. Ik-nnctt in the Creamery and Dairy. 
It goes straight to the mark, and well 
would It Iw ^>r u.s all if we would learn 
to ol>ey the princlides here iirought out: 

Sending our farms east Is just what 
western farmers an* doing. The dniry- 
man is the least guilty of all. and he 
I can reverse the process; he can |dle 
I some other fellow's farm right on top 
of his, save money while doing it. and 
' add to his-|M>ssessions at the same time. 

I The conditions are these; 

Plants feed in part uix>n tlie atmos- 
' phere and in part upon the soil. When 
a plant is taken off the farm the por- 
I tiun of that plant which came from tiio 
I soil is lost. In selling S.ml worth of 
wheat S4S wortli of farm fertility gin's 
I with it. figuring wheat and fertility at 
; their average niarJ;et values. When 
! we sell 8300 worth of lK*ef we part with 
823 worth of fertility. With 8300 worth 
J of pork we throw in 813 worth of fertil- 
ity. With a horse si'lling at 8300 we 
lose only $7 worth of fertility, and 
when we ship 8300 worth of gixxl butter 
we ship with it but 25 cents’ worth of 
fertility, for the fat of butter comes 
I from the air, and only the little caserne 
in It (less than 1 per cent.) comes from 
the soil. But if wc sell cheese or whole 
milk instemi of butter, the case is very 
' different. In that case all the caaeine 
I of the milk leaves the farm, and the 
loss in fertility (for eascinc is nitro- 
genous and comes from the soil) is 
nearly 100 times greater. i 

Ea.stern farmers buy bones by the 
carload, gathered upon the western 
plains, for use as fertilirers. They buy ‘ 
our thin steers so they will not have to 
grow bones at the expense of their 
farm's fertility, and buy our com to 
fatten them. In this way they save 
the $22 worth of fertility (or the most 
of it) represented in the IsincB and lean 
meat, aild the fat of the com and sell 
the beef at a gain of fertility tp the 
farm which comes by incri*a>ed manure 
heaps. 

Our dairymen who sell only the butter 
fat and feed the skim milk, lose but an 
in.significant amount of fertilit}*, and 
using clover in rotation (a plant which 
has the power of appropriating some 
fertility from the nir) keeps ginnl the 
stock of soil fertility. Mon' than this 
— and this is a |xtint we especially de- 
sire to make pmininetit— by buying 
bran and feeding ids cows he adds 
fertility Ut his soil at the exjiense of 
the fellow who rui.sed the wheat. Near- 
ly all the nitrogen of wheat is found in 
the bran andslinrta. The wheat- raiser's 
farm is steailily leaving him in the coat- 
ing of wheat kernels. Now, the dairy- 
man who buys the cream of the wheat- 
raiser's land, if he sells only butter 
fat, this, fertile part of the wheat- 
grower's farm remains on the dairy- 
man's farm. 

Uairj-ing has a four-fold aiivantage 
over other brunches of farming. It 
brings spot cash; it yields mon* money 
for the feed consumed; it saves the 
natural fertility of the farm; it makes 
increasc*d fertility easy.
